Military Movement on
Cuba Ilas Been
Started.

TRANSPORTS FOR 30,000 MEN

Deotalls of the Movement Are Very
Closely Guarded—Troops Were Put
in Motion Immediately on Recelpt of
Definite News of the Spanish Fleot.

Washington, June 1.—The military
invasion of Cuba has begun. Unless
the orders of the war department haye
miscarried, at an early hour this morn-
ing the troops thaf have been gather-
ing at the Gult ports began to break
eamp and march aboard the transports,
waiting to carry them to the enemy’s
territory. About 35 of these ships,
the biggest and fastest that could be
obtained suilable for the purpose, had
been gathered ready to receive the
troope. They will accommodate about
80,000 men, for in a short voyage like
that from the Gulf ports to Cuba, it is
possible, with safety and comfort, to
carry a much larger nomber of men
aboard ghip than would be admissable
in the case of a oruise to the Philip-
pines, for instance.

How many troops started this mern-
ing; where they took ships, or whither
they are bound are questions which the
directing spiritsof the campaign refuse
positively to answer. They have no

desire that the Spanish should have op-

portunity afforded them to gather
forces to attack our soldiers as they
land.

\ New York, June 1.—By dircction of
the president, formal orders have been
prepared for jssue adding 8,000 men
to the department of the Pacific nnder
General Merritt, inoreasing the force
to 20,000 men, saysthe Washington cor-
respondent of the Tribune. While Gen-
eral Merritt was promised a wezk ago
that this increase would be made, if
possible, diffioulties insurmountable in
character were presented, and it was
only upon the sunccess achieved by the
department yesterday in socuring the
execntion of certain contracts much
earlier than anticipated that it
found pessible to redeem the promises.
These related not only to transporta-
tion, but to arms, ammaunition, uni-
forme and other reguisite equipment,
it having been feasible up to this time
to secure these essentials for only 12,-
000 men.

General Merritt was informed last
night of the improved prospects for
angmenting his force, and was request-
ed to designate such additional volun-
teer regiments from the East as hede-
gired for duty in tbe Philippines r with
the assurance that his wishes weald be
respeoted. ;
